J^to thia colony are imported annually, 
linens and cottons to the value of three 
hundred thousand pounds, taking the urdi- 
n»r> fabrica only, and thr weight uf Iheie 
il prnbably two and a half million of 
pounds, or one (houtaiidtont. Thegn-ater 
I'.vr of this im me nee importation guei up 
the country, but the portion consumed in 
Sydney, Pa rramaiu, Mail laud , Mel hou r ne , 
and other towm and their vicwity, may 
fairly be ettim»ted at one-third in weight. 
The ultimate fair of these cum modi tiei, 
when the y Iok the name offabrtci, and 
retrograde into the coudiliun of raw mate- 
rial— no one can tell. At no one has 
evef tern a dyiiigdonkey, and as (accord- 
ing to the elder Mr. Wfj.uh) no one has 
ever teen a dead postboy, so no one has 
yet, we believe, ever chanced to discover 
a rag in the final decadence and caddice 
of nature. We have been informed on 
K <,„J autnonty mat nrjral QBgitirgeuerate 
by ilow degrees into potatue hags with 
hulra, sod that neither wheat bag a nor 
polatrrr bags, ihoflgh alwayi conditioned 
to be returned, do yet never find their way 
back to their right owners. What be- 
coineauf them isainyatery ; Lmtsiill mote 
inexplicable is the destiny of worn out 
shirts and towels, after they have passed 
through the Iran in ion stage I uf duslere. 
We have indeed in the unhappy circum- 
stance of a Ctrl finger, uhtained a tight of 
■ few inches of whnt we imagined to be 
old linen or cotton rag ; but whenever we 
had the curiosity to inquire if it wrre 
really inch, we fuund it had been torn off 
thr tail uf one of the frailest uf our own 
tnowies, fragrant and fresh from the laun- 
dress. 

The weight uf the linens and cotioui 
consumed in Sydney, and the more iin 
purlant low nt, being three hundred tons 
when new, the weight of rags puisilile, 
(but for ihe obscurity and evanescence 
which is thus to remarkable,! to be 
collected in peopled placet, should be one 
bundled and fifty torn at Lcaal. 

The ragt on which a commercial value 
is put in England, fur the purposes of 
paper making, may be arranged in three 
classes, 1st. the finest bleached cotton 
and linen ragi which have nevei been 
printed nor stained, and which rentiirr 
little more ihan a simple washing — these 
are wurlh fuur or file pence a puuud 
J-i'j the cotton and linen rags of niiddhtig 
Quality and of nnbleacJii-J colour, not 
pnnled unr stained, worth about fuur 
pence a lb. i and thirdly, the printed 
cottons and those partially atained by usr, 
which require a strong fey to discharge 
the colouring matter ; these last are worth 
two or tbre^ jienre a pmind, 

Ktght hundred weight of rags not 
pressed, will occupy a ton measure meat. 
By pressing the space may be reduced so 
as perhaps to admit lecwt. to the 40 feet, 
Bales of rags may be treated with freedom 
in stowing, arid therefore we should say 
that one half •penny a pound would beo 
fully rrmuorralive freight i one half-penny 
inure would pay insurance, commission, 
brokerage, and other charges.

Assuming then that 1411 lamp* sro required,
